MOSCOW 
(U P I I—The 
Soviet 
Union hailed 
its Salyut manned 
orbital 
laboratory 
as 
the 
first 
“cosm odom ” (space house) today, 
and science experts predicted it 
would becom e tne cornerstone of a 
colony and an eventual city in space 
to be named “Cosmograd. 
The official news agency T ass, in a 
report on the progress of Salyut, 
said the three cosm onauts aboard 
shifted the space laboratory into a 


new and higher orbit today about 10 
m iles farther from the earth. They 
perform ed scientific tasks aboard 
the Salyut, which is the size of a 
railway car, Tass said. 


The 
scien ce experts 
predicted 
Salyut m ay function for as long as a 
year and becom e the hub of the first 
space colony, a cluster of manned 
spacecraft 
which 
one 
day 
will 
burgeon into a virtual space city 
with perm anent orbital structures. *

They said the study com es from a

McDonnell 
Douglas Corp., one of Lockheed’s 
two com petitors —but they insisted 
its conclusion was valid. 
The conclusion is that Lockheed’s 
collapse actually would generate 
more Am erican jobs than would be 
lost if Lockheed were allowed to go 
into bankruptcy, with court-appoint­ 
ed trustees taking over m anagem ent 
of the firm . 


The 
study 
reasons 
that 
with 
Lockheed's L-1011 Tristar Airbus no 
longer in the picture, the American 
and world aviation m arkets would 
turn to the only existing com parable 
plane. M cDonnell-Douglas’ DC10. 


Since the DC 10 is powered by an 
A m erican-m ade General 
E lectric 
Co. engine while the Tristar is to be 
powered by a British-made Rolls- 
Royce jet, the study asserts, the 
dem ise of the Airbus would create 
Am erican jobs.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Redheads have an advan­ 
tage over the rest of us.

Marlene Sanders is a red­ 
head. And her kelly green 
pantsuit lit up the confer­ 
ence room at ABC-TV. She 
had just returned from one 
of her numerous speaking 
engagements, this one in 
Alabama. 
Miss Sanders, who has 
been with ABC News for 
seven years, is the first fe­ 
male newscaster to anchor a 
network news show. She’s 
r e p la c in g the regular an­ 
chorman on the Weekend 
News for three months. 
In all the documentaries 
done on injustice and dis­ 
crimination by n etw ork 
news, there is never any 
mention of one downtrodden 
minority group: Women TV 
journalists. There are few of 
them in the business and 
those that are have had to 
work a little harder (some­ 
times a lot harder) to get 
ahead. 
Marlene Sanders has been 
lucky. 
She started in TV in 1955 
when she worked for Ted 
Yates, who produced the old 
Mike Wallace Show for a 
New York station. She was 
his production assistant and 
it was Yates who taught her 
how to put a news show to­ 
gether. 
Eventually, 
she became 
associate producer for the 
show and wrote for Wal­ 
lace’s “ Nightbeat” program. 
When Wallace left the sta­ 
tion, Marlene stayed on to

become a coproducer. She 
also produced local docu­ 
mentaries. 
As happens to most career 
girls who look like Marlene 
(pretty), she got married. 
She had been working for 
the station for five years. 
“ The jobs ran out at the 
same time 1 became preg­ 
nant.” she said, “ so I de­ 
cided to quit for the sum­ 
mer. I never doubted I 
would go back to work. As it 
turned out, after six weeks 
at home, I was ready.” 
Her son born, the follow­ 
ing January Marlene went 
to work for the Westing- 
house Broadcasting System, 
doing PM East, with Mike 
Wallace again as anchor­ 
man. 
After a year and a half,

she made another switch, 
this time to WNEW radio (a 
New York station), where 
she was assistant news di­ 
rector and did radio docu­ 
mentaries—writing, produc­ 
ing and doing air work. 
Seven years ago, she came 
to ABC-TV. 
Her career there has gone 
well, except for a few snags. 
“ I’ve been by-passed for 
projects at different times,” 
she said, “ but a number of 
men in positions of authority 
have trusted me. They even 
sent .me to report on Viet­ 
nam. 
“ But, let’s face it, the net­ 
works have moved slowly in 
employing women for top 
jobs. There are only a few 
of us—Aline Saarinen, Liz 
Trotter, B a r b a r a Walters, 
Maria McLaughlin and Vir­ 
ginia Sherwood. 
“ There are two ways to 
look at how I got the anchor­ 
man job,” she continued. 
“ One is that they needed 
someone to substitute and 
looked around for the most 
qualified person to handle 
the job. But I doubt it was 
that simple. I think it’s more 
a case of the time being 
right for a woman in this 
slot and the network being 
ready to move more coura­ 
geously.” 
Marlene applauds the cou­ 
rageous moves, and does 
some prodding to get more 
of them. 
She’s a member of the lo­ 
cal board of AFTRA (Ameri­ 
can Federation of Television 
and Radio Artists) and she 
wants the “ newsman” cate­ 
gory changed to “ news 
broadcaster.” 
“ After all,” she explained, 
“ we have other categories 
that say ‘s i n g e r,’ 
‘an­ 
nouncer,’ etc., so why should 
‘newsman’ be allowed? It’s 
discriminatory. It’s like put­ 
ting up a sign: ‘For Men 
Only.’ ” 
Miss Sanders is very much 
in favor of some of the Wom­ 
en’s Liberation ideas, espe­ 
cially in their job opportu­ 
nity philosophy. 


“ It bothers me that more 
successful women don’t want 
to be bothered with Women’s 
Lib,” she said. “ A lot of 
them feel they made it on 
their own, that discrimina­ 
tion didn’t keep them out. 
But there are still things 
that need to be changed 
and I’d like to seem them 
changed.” 
In her speaking engage­ 
ments, mostly on college 
campuses, Marlene encour­ 
ages women to develop their 
potential. And she offers her 
own career, marriage and 
motherhood as evidence that 
a woman can have a career 
and “ be a woman.” too. 
Marlene’s husband is a TV 
producer working for Na­ 
tional Educational Television 
in New York—he is a pro­ 
ducer for “ The Great Amer­ 
ican Dream Machine.” 
“ My husband has been ter­ 
rifically cooperative with my 
career,” she says. 
What about her son, Jeff? 
“ A woman once asked 
him, ‘Wouldn’t you like to 
have your mommy at 
home?’

This is the year of the put- 
on. Appliques are every­ 
where—on jeans and jump­ 
suits, sweaters and sweat­ 
shirts, pants and ponchos.

goes — appliques 
you design yourself, motifs 
such as peace signs and 
flags sold ready-to-apply or 


sewed on pockets where none 
were intended. You can even 
choose the put-on technique 
that suits you best—fusing, 
iron-on or old-fashioned sew- 
on. The new fusibles are 
thermoplastic webs which 
melt under heat and steam 
to c re a te a permanent, 
laundry-proof bond between 


two’ fibers. This material 
may also be used to attach 
facings and interfacings, to 
turn hems, to reinforce but­ 
tonhole areas, to construct 
belts and straps and to pre­ 
vent 
raveling.

Stitch Witchery makes the bonding magic here. Designs 
(left) are cut from felt, a matching cutout of the fusible 
material is placed between garment and applique and a 
steam iron does the rest. When working with felt, it's a 
good idea to press both sides to be sure of complete heat 
penetration. Creslan sweater-shirts tell the put-on story 
here (center). His has a lion on the front, a lamb on the 
back. 
These motifs are stiched in place, with satin 
stitchery done on an automatic sewing machine. Moss 
gringe makes the lion’s mane;row upon row ol fringe 
makes a woolly lamb on the back. Iron-on tape makes 
the letters. Her basic sweater-shirt, possibly with worn- 


out elbows, it made into a fine vest; Just cut a pullover 
up the front, add machine-made buttonholes and bright 
buttons, make tiny pockets from the sleeve edgings and 
add a gold chain (or one made from pull-tops of soda 
cans).

Not so long ago, 56-year- 
old House Majority Leader 
} ale Boggs of Louisiana was 
knocked to the floor of a 
washroom in the Washington 
Gridiron Club by a 60-year- 
old chap who did not like 
what Mr. Boggs was saying 
about President Nixon at the 
dinner table. 
The man who knocked Mr. 
Boggs down was Edward 
Mitchell, a former congress­ 
man from Nebraska. After­ 
wards, Mr. Mitchell was re­ 
ported saying he felt no more 
ill-will toward Mr. Boggs, 
the issue having been settled. 
“This is a beautiful ex­ 
ample of the cathartic value 
of personal, extemporane­ 
ous violence,” says Manhat­ 
tan psychiatrist Max T. Har­ 
rington.

As tar as salmon fishing is concerned, everything has 
been m o r e than quiet. 
In fact hardly any fish have been 
taken Some of the local commercial f^hermen came back 
onedav with a few "tom cod. 
and ¡r.ut is about as low as 
fishermen can get! 
There has been a little more life around Morro Bay, with 
a 30 pound striped bass being taken in the warm water 
outlet from the power plant that hits the ocean. This has 
Fong been a favorite spot for taking striped bass on 
occasions, but thev are not too plentiful. Several vears ago. 
he DFG were approached on the feasibility of planting 
small striped bass in the bay. but they said there \sas not 
?nough fresh water flowing to the bay. Apparently stripers 
ieed a fresh water supply to spawn successfully. 
Also we have reports on halibut being taken in the bay 
near the boat concession docks, so maybe the halibut 
fishing will pick up again. And with the projected dredging 
operation, the bay may return again to a good fishery 
water. Not too many years ago. Morrow Bay was always 
good for a mess of flounders, halibut and rock bass, and we 
rarely returned empty handed from a morning's fishing in 
the bav. 
Surf fishing from Oceano south has been picking up. with 
some nice catches of large barred perch being caught. 
Guadalupe Beach is still the hot spot in our estimation, 
maybe 
because 
w aders 
are 
not 
a 
necessity 
here. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 


Lopez lake reports that fishing has begun to pick up in 
spite of cold winds in the afternoons. Bass fishing has been 
fabulous, with a 534 pounder being taken. Michel Atwood, 
son of Evelyn, who runs the lake office, caught a bass 
running over two pounds. One evening last week close to a 
dozen good sized bass were taken in the area of the 
swimming beach. Trout are also recovering from the blue 
stoning operation, and are being taken by bank fishermen 
Lopez Creek and Oceano Lagoon, both received a planting 
of catchable trout last -week, and with a spell of warm 
weather everything points to a good fishing sum m er in this 
popular area. 
Some nice trout are still being caught in Laguna Lake. 
Caehuma Lake has been on the slow side for shore anglers, 
but the boat fishermen have been doing fairly well on trout 
and bass. Catfishing on the slow side. Here again heavy 
winds have not been conducive to good angling. 
Nacimiento reports that the holiday weekend brought out 
one of the largest and best disciplined crowds in the lake's 
history . The weekend also saw the end of .the big Spring 
fishing Derby. First grand prize was awarded for a 6 lb. 11 
oz. lunker black bass. The crappie that was tops weighed in 
at 3 lbs. and the catfish division went to a 6 lb. 11 oz. 
channel cat The popular white bass fishery cam e up with a 
3 lb 12 oz. fish, this was a state record for the fishery. This 
fish is to be mounted in the Lake Cafe. 
With the holiday rush over, fishing is back to normal, 
with many limits of black bass up to 3 lbs. and an occasional 
lunker. Catfishing good, especially at nights. White bass 
still hold the limelight in popularity. Anglers are warned 
that there is a limit of five fish, so watch out. 
Several 
citations have been issued for over limits. 
Water and weather conditions are not yet the best for 
fishing in most northern and central California streams 
according to P.G. and E stream scouts. Snow and rain that 
hampered most hardy souls over the weekend caused high 
water, and improved weather is needed to get things going. 
So anyone who is contemplating a fishing trip to this area 
better hold off. We have the full report, and fail to see a 
single redeeming feature in the fishing picture for the north 
and central areas! 
In the south a record 32 lb. 2 oz. corvina was caught in the 
Salton Sea. This fish was 44 inches long and 26 inches in 
girth It was taken with an Arbogast lure and 7 lb. test line 
an a level wind reel, and light casting rod! 
We may say 
right now that this angler really knew his stuff, landing the 
monster on such tackle. 
In Santa Barbara County, the Santa Ynez River was 
planted last week 
In Ventura County. Matalija. Upper 
Piru. Reves and Sespe Creeks all got a planting. 
HUNTING 
The California Fish and Game Commission have adopted 
the 1971-72 hunting regulations. They include retention of 
the present deer bags and possession limits, an extended 
deer season on the west slope of the Sierras, and in southern 
California, an earlier and shorter statewide pheasant 
season, and a 3 lz month mountain lion season with a ceiling 
of 50 animals. 
Deer seasons will be as follows: 
early August 7 
September 26 
Northern. September 25 - October 25; and 
late general. September 25 - November 14 
The earlier 
pheasant season is designed to provide hunters with 
better weather and field conditions for hunting, as is the 
earlier opening of the north coast quail season. 
The 
pheasant season will run for 23 rather than the 30 days last 
year. The north coast quail season will open September 5, 
more than a month before the Oct. 30 opening day in the 
balance of the state. 
The commission also increased bags from 6 to 10 for 
mountain quail in the special season. 6 to 8 for chukar and 5 
to 8 for rabbits They also banned the pursuit of game from 
motor driven air. or land vehicles, motor boats, sail boats, 
or air boats, rather than from snowmobiles only as under 
the last year's rules 
They also prohibited archers trom 
carrying firearms in the special archery seasons whilst in 
the field. 
California s first list of endangered and rare species has 
been adopted by the Fish and Game Commission The list 
which includes 19 endangered and 24 rare species of 
California birds, mammals, fish, amphibians and reptiles 
was adopted at the last meeting of the commission. They 
acted on the list submitted by the DFG which had been 
directed by the legislature to inventory threatened species. 
They will report to the governor and legislature every two 
years concerning the status of these animals. The DFG 
also will prohibit the importation, take, possession, or sale 
w ithin the state, of the species on the list Procedures are 
being established by the DFG to process recommendations 
for additions to the list from scientists and the public.

By MILTON RICHMAN 
UPI Sports Writer 
NEW YORK (U P I)—The 
first thing you notice about 
Pancho Gonzalez are his 
eyes. 
They don't only reach out 
and grab you, they hold you. 
They have a hard narrow 
set about them similar to

athletes who keep looking 
into the sun all the time and 
merely looking at them you 
get the idea right away they 
aren’t the kind that figure to 
gush big crocodile tears if 
t h e y 
h a p p e n 
to 
see 
something like, say. Love 
Story up there on the movie 
screen. 
Pancho 
Gonzalez 
has 
never pretended to 
rank 
w i t h 
t h e 
g r e a t 
sentimentalists of our time. 


He's 
a 
practical 
man. 
generally any time he does 
something 
you 
can 
bet 
there's a purpose. He isn't 
one. for example, to go off 
on 
so m e 
s e n t i me n t a l 
journey. 


N o n e t h e l e s s 
P a n c h o 
Gonzalez is dragging his 
somewhat 
weary 43-year- 
old 
bones 
to 
London 
tomorrow on what can only 
be described as a labor of 
love rather than any mission 
for money. 
Pancho Gonzalez is going 
over to try 
to win 
the 
Wimbledon Singles' tennis 
title. 


The winner gets roughly 
$9.000 and there are some 
pro golfers who don’t even 
change their slacks for pin 
m oney 
like 
that, 
but 
Gonzalez is going over for 
an entirely different reason 
To him the Wimbledon 
Singles' crown is what the 
U.S. Open is to Sam Snead 
and 
wh a t 
t he 
World 
Basketball Championship is 
to 
Wilt 
C h a mb e r l a i n . 
Pancho Gonzalez has never 
won the Wimbledon title. 
Oh, what he'd give to win it 
now. 


You may have the vague 
idea that somewhere along 
the line you heard Gonzalez 
say he was retiring from 
competitive 
tennis, and 
really 
there 
is 
nothing 
wrong with your hearing, 
but 
it 
turns 
out 
what 
Gonzalez actually said was 
he simply intends limiting 
his appearances. 
" I'm at the point now 
where 
I'm 
picking 
my 
to u rn a m e n t 
spots 
and 
Wimbledon is one," he says. 


There was a time Pancho 
Gonzalez was the world's 
No. 1 tennis player. He isn't 
anymore, Rod Laver is, but 
there's always the lingering 
feeling that maybe he can 
get the adrenalin working 
sufficiently so that he can 
knock over Laver, the way 
he did once last year, and 
that in itself can keep a man 
going 
for 
awhile. 
Who 
knows, he says to himself. It 
could 
happen 
again 
at 
Wimbledon, couldn't it? 
Gonzalez doesn't try to 
hide the fact he has to make 
certain concessions on the 
court because of his age. 
"I have been for the last 
three years," he says. “ The 
fact I've been able to win 
certain events surprises me, 
but I'm always hopeful and I 
try to get into the best shape 
I can." 
There are certain little 
tricks a man can use. 
"I lob a lot more than I 
used to,” Gonzalez says. 
"Most of the young players 
don’t have a technique for 
lobbing. In a lot of cases it’s 
a tiring shot for the fellow 
on the other side of the net, 
lob after lob after lob, and it 
also keeps your opponent 
from closing into the net so 
much. If you can keep him 
backing up just a little bit, 
it'll not only keep him off 
balance but eventually it'll 
make 
your 
passing 
shot 
more effective." 
Pancho Gonzalez used to 
be almost as famous for his 
explosive tem per as he was 
for his explosive serve but 
those old flare-ups of his 
only make him laugh now. 
"As a youngster you do 
some of those things without 
realizing them ,” he says. 
"Then when you get halfway 
through your career you 
may tend to ham it up a 
little bit, and as you get 


oider you realize you don't 
have the energy to spend on 
acting like that. When you 
get older you have to get 
less 
excited. 
Excitement 
uses 
u d energy. Nervous 
tension just works you up, 
so 
you 
try 
to 
slow 
everything 
down 
to 
a 
medium tempo.” 
Gonzalez can hit more 
shots now 
that he ever 
could. Getting to the ball 
though is another matter. 
“ When 
I 
get 
t i red 
physically out on the court,” 
he laughs, “ I just look at 
myself and say what am I 
doing out here." 
The truth is that medium 
tempo doesn't ever figure to 
beat Rod Laver For Pancho 
Gonzalez the hope now is 
that maybe it might.

Obscure 
Normal Vision

Dear Dr. Lamb — Please 
tell me why no one writes 
about eyes? Are they not im­ 
portant? I think our eyes are 
as important as any part of 
our body. I am one who has 
learned the hard way. I wish 
someone had educated nie 
before it was too late. I could 
have expected the trouble 
and maybe gone to see my 
eye doctor sooner. 


I am 47 and recently found 
out I had cataracts on both 
eyes and I had to have them 
removed. It had been eight 
years since I had my eyes 
checked. 
Please tell me what causes 
cataracts and where they 
grow. 
Dear Reader — Yes the 
eyes are important and no 
one knows how important un­ 
til they have lost their use. 
Most family doctors can give 
adequate examinations for 
the eyes and know when to 
refer a patient to the eye 
doctor. Unless you already 
have an eye problem and are 
being treated by an eye doc­ 
tor the right place to start is 
with your family doctor. This 
allows the eye doctor time to 
look after important prob­ 
lems, like removing cata­ 
racts. 
You probably didn’t lose a 
thing not going to your eye 
doctor sooner. I doubt that 
any doctor could have told 
you eight years ago that you 
were going to have cata­ 
racts. 
A cataract is the gradual 
thickening of the lens of the 
eye. The lens is a round gela­ 
tinous like structure just be­ 
hind the black opening of the 
pupil at the front of the eye. 


It is surrounded by muscles 
that compress and stretch 
the lens to change its thick­ 
ness. This changes the lens 
so you can see at a distance 
or close. When the sunlight is 
strong the pupil is small and 
when it is dark the pupil is 
large, allowing less or more 
light to pass through the 
lens. The lens acts like the 
lens to a camera. 


Light rays reflected from 
any object pass through the 
lens to a screen at the back 
of the eyeball. The image on 
the screen is picked up elec­ 
tronically and passed to the 
brain. As the lens thickens 
and becomes opaque sight is 
lost. If only limited amounts 
of the lens are involved the 
surgeon may elect to post­ 
pone surgery. This would 
have happened to you if you 
had gone to the doctor too 
soon. 


The operation removes the 
lens from the eye. Its func­ 
tion is replaced by glasses 
or contact lens. 


There are many causes for 
cataracts, including birth de­ 
fects, being struck by light­ 
ning and increasing age.

In most instances, a day’s effort with a 
hoe and rake and a paint brush will repair the scene 
immeasurably. 
Lompoc recently established a Youth 
Employment Service for youngsters looking for some 
meaningful work. This would be a good opportunity for 
some of these businesses to accommodate the youths. 


Although we are stressing a particular area of the 
community, it would be well for each of us to look around 
for our responsibilities in other business areas and 
residential areas. 
The city is offering special pick-up services this week 
as part of the Clean-Up Week operation. 
There are no excuses. Let’s clean-up Lompoc every 
day. 


S.O.S. for youth jobs 


It will be touch and go for most 
teenage job hunters this week when 
they go into the market place in 
their 
annual 
quest 
for 
gainful 
employment. But the most critical 
bind will be for seniors who need 
some earnings this summer in order 
to finance their college education 
next fall. 
The 
problem 
is 
multi-faceted 
and 
as difficult as the 
adult labor picture 
which is not good. 
Some observers feel 
that the present job 
market 
is 
more 
constricted than it 
has been in recent 
times, 
despite 
a 
variety of federal 
and 
s ta te 
jo b 
programs. 
What is being done, particularly 
for 
teen ag ers? 
The 
s ta te ’s 
Department of Human Resources is 
operating a mobile trailer in front of 
Grace Lutheran Church on West 
Ocean Avenue; the Junior Alpha 
Club has a Youth Employment 
service 
in 
the Work 
Education 
Building at Lompoc High School; 
and the full job assistance program, 
both state and federal is available at 
the 
Department 
of 
Human 
Resources in Santa Maria 
Lamar Smith, head of the Santa 
Maria office told this reporter last 
week that he has a variety of 
programs 
to satisfy 
various 
categories 
of teenagers. 
For 
example he spoke of the governor’s 
program 
and the 
President’s 
program 
There 
is 
also 
the 
Neighborhood Youth program. 
The latter program, however, is 
set up to aid the teenagers from low 
income families. Smith says some 
of the other programs are designed 
to fill the gaps so to speak. 
It is the view of this reporter that 


a senior from a family earning, say, 
$12,000 a year has as critical a need 
for earning money this summer, as 
a 
senior 
from 
a 
family which 
qualifies for form of job aid. The 
senior from the low income family 
needs assistance, but the senior 
from the higher income family, may 
also have his youthful back to the 
economic wall. 
S e n i o r s 
f r o m 
w h a t e v e r 
background should register with the 
Junior Alpha Club at Lompoc High 
School; with Smith’s department in 
Santa Maria and with Jessie DeLira 
at the job assistance trailer on West 
Ocean Avenue. Beyond all that a 
senior should then go out on his own 
and if necessary go door to door in a 
quest for gainful employment. 
All this sounds tough and it is. 
Mrs. DeLira told this reporter last 
Friday that she had no requests in 
her hand at that moment from 
potential employers of teenagers. 
She hoped to have some requests for 
workers soon and meanwhile she 
said she was cooperating with the 
Junior Alpha Club — “ Afterall the 
main thing is to find work for the 
kids,” she said. 
The program at Lompoc High 
School showed a little more action 
and the Junior Alphas were hoping 
that they could do as well as last 
year when they found jobs for 
several hundred young people. A 
spokesman 
said about 85 to 90 
students had 
signed up for work 
thus far and that about 12 employers 
had requested youthful workers. It 
was not immediately certain how 
many

together with prospective workers.

The news is that the governments 
of South Vietnam and the United 
States having decided to release 570 
war prisoners, a scant 13 elected to 
return to Hanoi. In a healthy world, 
this would have been cause of great 
jubilation. 
It 
is, 
of 
course, 
otherwise. The press reports the 
consternation of our government. 
We have evidently embarrassed the * 
North 
Vietnamese, 
even 
as 
we 
embarrassed the Soviet Union when 
S v etla n a 
Stalin 
elected 
to 
defect 
from her 
father’s 
u t o p i a , 
in 
preference for the 
h o m e l a n d 
of 
bourgeois 
i m p e r i a l i s m . 
I 
r e m e m b e r 
t he 
embarrassment 
at 
the time, and the 
great restraint with 
. which her defection 
^ a s greeted. 
« 
Even so, our government would 
obviously have preferred it if the 
North Vietnamese, like good boys, 
had agreed to return home to their 
country. 
As it stands, we are left 
with a propaganda victory shot by 
an arrow into our lapel; and we do 
not desire such victories. 
What is 
important, as far as our government 
is concerned, is to appease the 
North Vietnamese. 
Still, their choice will register with 
a few of those who have been 
insisting 
that 
life 
in 
Vietnam 
governed by Hanoi is better than life 
in Vietnam governed by Saigon. 
The answer to that has been written 
by the Hanoi prisoners with their 
feet. 
Their 
act 
raises 
questions 
concerning 
their counterparts in 
North Vietnam prisons. Concerning 
our 
Am erican 
POWs, 
a 
few 
observations: 
1. 
Mr. Nixon said a month ago 
that we would not withdraw our 
troops finally from South Vietnam 
so long as we had prisoners in North 
Vietnam. Now there are those who 
believe 
that 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
flat 
utterance, followed by the continued 
imprisonment 
of 
our 
soldiers, 
suggests how great an importance 
the NVN attaches to holding them 
Knowing 
how 
keenly 
the 
NVN 
desires that the United States should 
evacuate

Vietnam, 
their 
failure to release U.S. prisoners 
suggests the mystical importance 
the NVN attaches to their continued 
detention. 
To 
this 
observation, 
surely the answer is: 


Surely we are not now in a position 
to measure 
the 
importance 
the 
enemy attaches to the continued 
detention 
of 
one 
thousand 
U.S. 
POWs. 
Although Mr. Nixon said 
that the United States would not 
remove itself from South Vietnam 
while we had prisoners in North 
Vietnam, he has not said that the 
rate of our withdrawal has been 
affected by the POWs. The rate at 
which our troops are withdrawing 
has been set and has not been 
altered. So that we do not now know 
what will happen at moment X. 
2. 
Moment 
X 
is 
when 
the 
President says: 
Now we have 
reduced our forces in South Vietnam 
to Y thousand men. These we would 
proceed to withdraw at the same 
pace as the other American soldiers 
who have been withdrawn, except 
that 
we 
intend

North Vietnamese have returned to 
us our POWs. 
That is the moment when the NVN 
will signify the residual attachment 
it has to holding our men.

minibikes, 
motorcycles

vehicles in various shopping center 
parking

Since the supervisors stymied the 
Planners’ efforts to get something 
going for the horde of recreationists 
ranging from minibikers to all- 
terrain 
vehicle 
drivers, 
new 
neighborhood wars have broken out 
in various county areas between 
peace - loving homeowners and 
noisy vehicle operators. 
Those opposed to the motorcycles 
stress that dealers in many cases 
are pushing sales to young persons 
assuring parents that there are legal 
places nearby to ride such vehicles.

by failure to govern their ranks and

Lompoc are being scrutinized for 
l a r g e

operations, and promoters admit 
tney may nave to go as far as 
remote Cuyama Valley to find a site 
where there are little or no protests. 
Kitley says the Tajiguas dump 
area is not suitable because “we re 
working within our entire boundary 
lines . . . and there is no place for 
motorcycles except up and down the 
roads where our trucks are going 
Bulldozers would win out when 
contesting dump site areas with the 
cvcles. he predicted. 


“ Were working the entire 130 
acres,’’ 
Kitley added. 
“ We just 
couldn’t have a bunch of cyclists 
running around there." 


We asked Kitley if it were possible 
that the motorcyclists could wait a 
few years when the dump site was 
filled over, then use it for trail and 
track operations. 


But Kitley said they would have a 
long wait on this basis. 
“ We originally projected a 50-year 
life for the dump area,’’ he said. 
But now the projected life area is 
shrinking down to “28 or 30 years’’ 
Goleta Valley and other growing 
South Coast areas continue to pile 
more rubbish into the Tajiguas site 
than was first contemplated.
